‘After laying under guard at Hopefield 
over night, I was placed in the cars/for 
Madison, from thence by stage to Little 
Rock, where I was heayily ironed and 
thrown into jail for one day and two nights, 
being constantly pointed’ out by one of my 
captors, Dr. Hughey, as a Texas Abolition- 
ist, whom they were going to hang on ar- 
riving at Camden. From Little Rock, 
through Benton, Rockport, Tulip and 
Princeton, to Camden, my captors took e3- 
pecial pains to let every one know the 
character in which I was made to appear. 

‘After being before the Vis Com- 
mittee of Camden, composed of twenty-five 
citizens, from Saturday until Monday, and, 
being questioned in regard to my whole 
life, birth place, connections, business re- 
lations, &e., I was finally told on Monday 
afternoon that at 7 o'clock that night they 
would set me across the Wachita, and allow 
me to escape if I could. 

Lasked them why they did not go before 
the people and declare my innocence, as 
they had not been able to find one item of 
evidence against me. To this they would 
not consent, alleging that the people were 
so excited they would not be answerable 
for my Jife among them. Accordingly, a3 
fon aes of night cance ae eee 
taken from the jail, through the woods, to 
“Lone Pine Ferry,” placed in a boat, and 
permitted to row myself over. My hopes 
of escape were but slender, well knowing oa 
I did that within three hours after my de- 
parture the crowd would meet at the jail to 
hang me, and finding the bird flown, would 
make eyery exertion to have me retaken. 

For the next twenty-eight hours traveled 
constantly, without rest, food or sleep. 
Four times I swam the Saline River to 
throw the men and dogs off my track; three 
nights the ‘cold wet ground was my bed, 
andtheaven’s blue canopy my only covering, 
and all this for the heinous ne of being 
a native of the State of New York. 

Finally, on the fourth day, with blistered 
feet and brightening hopes, I reached a 
steamboat landing on Arkansas River, and 
made the best of my way to a land of safety. 

To those friends who aided me in my 
hour of need, as well as those generous 
strangers who reached out to me a helping 
hand, I can only return the thanks of a 
grateful heart, and, T must say to them, 
that so long as that heart beats in my bo- 
som, so long will the remembrance of their 
disinterested generosity form the most 
pleasing reminiscence of my past life.

What Democrats think of Foreign- 
ors. 

The vile slanders uttered against Col. 
Curtin in order to stir up against him the 
prejudices of the Germans, haye induced a 
friend in Detroit to send us the record of 
the democracy of that State, towards for- 
eignérs, The Constitution of Michigan 
allows ‘a foreigner to yote who has resided 
in the State two years and six months, and 
has declared his intention to become a cit- 
izen six months preceding the day of election 
at which he offers to vote. On the 14th 
day of February, 1859, in the legislature of 
that State, while the House had/under con- 
sideration a Joint-Resolution proposing 
certain amendments to the Constitution, 
Mr. Baneroft, “an. eminent Democratic 
leader,” of Port Huron, moved to add a 
clause requiring all aliens to possess a pro- 
perty qualification of $250, so that the 
| same would read as follows: 


“In all elections, every white male citi- 
en, who has resided in this State two 
years and six months, and has declared his 
intention as aforesaid (six months previous 
to election,) and who is the owner in fee sim- 
ple of unineumbered, real estate, within this 
Slate, of the value of two hundred und fifty 
doltars, shall be.an'elector,” &e, 


This proposition to require a property 
qualification from foreign’ born citizens to 
entitle them to yote, received the yote of 
every democratic member of the House— 
245 the vote against it was 48, every one 
of which was Republican, 

But this is not all, In 1849, Mr. Fleisch- 
mann, U. S. Consul at Stuttgart, in the 
kingdom of Wurtemberg, had a statement 
prepared in this country stating the facts 
with regard to the agriculture and timber, 
minerals, water courses and natural harbors 
with which Northern Michigan abounds, 
for the purpose of inducing the Germans, 
who were dissatisfied with their home gov- 
ernment, to emigrate to Michigan. This 
statement Mr, Fleischmann submitted to 
the king, who requested him to send it to 
Goy. Barry, then Governor! of Michigan 
and now the democratic candidate for the 
same office, and iferdorsed and corrobo- 
rated by him, the king agreed to advise 
those who wished to emigrate to go to 
Michigan.

A Terrible Scare about the Wide 
Awakes.

We believe that not one of tha two 
hundred thousand people who witnessed 
the magnificent display of the ten thousand 
Wide Awakes in this city on Tuesday night, 
imagined that he Behéld an army men 
sworn to invade the Southern States of the 
confederacy, and carry desolation to South- 
Jorn homes. And yet the principle papers: 
of the South daily inform their readers that 
such is the purpose and design of the Wide 
Awake organization throughout the North. 
We have before us a copy of the Richmond 
Enquirer, of a late date, which declares 
that the Wide Awakes are organized and 
drilled for the purpose of southern inva- 


sion, We will let the Enquirer speak for 


itself : 

Not the least significant feature in the 
present canvass is the organization of Black 
Republican Clubs in the Northern States 
into military companies under command of 
marshals, captains, and sub-officers, some 
of whom have distinguished themselves in 
the Mexican war, and all of whom are se- 
lected with reference to superior qualifica- 
tions as martial men. This organization, 
or chain of organizations, known as “Wid 
Awakes,” are said to reach already four 
hundred thousand men, thoroughly drilled, 
and ready for any service which their lead- 
ers may demand at their hands. They had 
their origin in that traditional nest of trai- 
tors, Hartford, Connecticut; and, near the 
very coast where the blue lights of the sec- 
ond war of Independence were burnt as sig-_ 
nals to a public enemy, the red-torch-lights 
of Black Republican incendiarism are lit in 
the present canyass. 

Is there no significancy in these things ? 
Our northern friends are men of action, not 
of words; they organize, drill, march, and 
file, while we speak and talk—they do pri- 
vately and by voluntary associations, what 
we debate in deliberative bodies, and hesi- 
tatingly perform, if at all, by legislative ac- 
tion. Their organizations are not yet arm- 
ed, it is true, at least not that outsiders are 
aware of, but they are drilled, uniformed, 
and provided with rails, overcoats, and 
torches ready for marching !

The Hon. Winter Davis, of Mary! is 
one of the most clear-head and liberal-mind- 
ed'statesmen of the day. Though an Amer- 
ican, he acknowledges no allegiance to any 
party ing the right to-thiuk and’to 
act according to the dictates of his own 
unbiased judgment. He resides in a Slave 
State, yet he cannot be compelled or 


institution, while his knowledge of the 
practical workings of the system makes him 
regard it with disfavor. 

It was his yote which, last Winter, finally 
decided the struggle for the Speakership, 
after the movement of Honorable E. Joy 
Morris had put in nomination a candidat 
for whom he could consistantly yote. Tho! 
not an advocate of slavery extension, and 
scorning to unite in the fierce denunciations 
against those who would restrain the spread 
of this system, he yet believes with the 
People’s party that the question of slavery 
is not at present a vital one in our politics. 

On Thursday last, Mr. Davis made aspeech 
at Baltimore, and although be differs from 
us in supporting Bell and Eyerett, we can 
most heartily endorse thé main principles 
of his address, as patriotic, conservative, 
and just. He declared his belief that it was 
of the first importance to our people to 
have a change of Government, for the 
country would never be at peace on the ne- 
gro question until the Democratic party 
was expelled from power. He deprecated 
the divisions between the Opposition North, 
and South, and asked how either Lincoln 
or Bell could carry on the Government 
without the assistance of the Opposition of 
both sections, We agree with his implica- 

tions in this particular only so far as they 
effect Mr, Bell. The party of Mr. Lincoln 
can easily get a majority in Congress, that 
of Mr. Bell cannot.
